The Baltimore Bulletin has the fol- 


lowing : "Some years ago a young law- 
ler of Baltimore, struggling for recogni- 
tion in his profession, and achieving no 
very rapid or brilliant success in it, had 
a cose fall into his hands that promised 
a pretty good fee.

to Baltimore, hired an omnibus, and all 
drove into town in a condition of great 
happiness. Mr. Thomas went homo 
quite pleased with the day's work.— 
"Well," John, said one of his family, 
"made a big fee to>-day, didn't you ?"— 
"Oh, yes," replied Mr. Thomus, smiK 
ing and putting his hand into his vest 
pocket. A shadow uf doubt overspread 
his countenance; it deepened into pos- 
itive alarm, and then with a look of 
blank dismay and disgust he sank into 
a chair, 
While coming into the 'bus 


his rase, lly client had relieved him of 
both watch and fee. 
Several years af- 


terward when Mr. Thomas had made a 
name in tbe profession and bad become 
Prosecuting Attorney, he saw among 
the batch of new cases in the criminal 
court the very fellow that had served 
him such a trick. 
The man saw him, 


bis countenance fell, and he plead guilty 
on the spot, and got ton years across 
the Falls. But you should bear Mr. 
Thomas toll this story himself."

Some Won't Work. 


In a lato number of the Cincinnati 


Gazette there is an instance of a char- 
itable lady who, not willing to encour- 
age idleness, but willing to help those 
who are willing to help themselves, had 
applications for help from no less than 
thirteen men in one week. She told 
each applicant that she never gave to a 
stranger unless he was willing to Work 
but would give a dolldr for the spading 
up of a small garden plot. Not one'ol 
them would do this work. This lady 
is right. We affirm Paul's great eco 
nomlo principle that "those who will 
not work shall not oat." 
Any one, 


man or woman, who is able to work 
and refuses to do so, deserves neither 
pity nor help. 


Thc Caxetle also speaks of a class ol 


men who will not work below a fixed 
rate of wages-—a rate fixed by custom 
or by some trade's union. Wo have 
known men to go idle for weeks, while 
their honest debts were unpaid and 
their families were suffering, because 
they woro offered a few cents less per 
day than the former or accustomed 


pay. 
This class is not to be pitied 


either. It is all well enough for 
workman to stand up for a fair and 
just prioo—to demand it and refuse to 
take less. Yet thc workman should 
know, as an intelligent man, that in 
hard times proprietors are as often 
hard pushed as the employes; and 
whun, in a lime like the present, i 
workman lifts up his eyes and sees in 
dustries languishing on all hands, he 
should know that proprietors are hard 
pressed, and many of thorn cannot pay 
tho former rate of wages and continue 
business. Employers should bo honest 
and frank with their employes; pay 
them the best possible wages at all 
times; and then the employes should 
see it is very hurtful to themselves to 
orush proprietors, for that destroys in 
dustries, and results in less employment 
aud lower wages 
Tho interests of 


every proprietor and every workman 
are mutual—when one prospers so does 
tho other, Opposition to employers is 
wild folly. 


THE now school law which is about 


to come bofovo the Pennsylvania Legis- 
lature provides for an absolute centrali- 
zation of power. Tho Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, who is to bo ap- 
pointed by the Governor and hold office 
four years, has power to appoint and as- 
sign to duty five deputies, a medical in 
spcctor, and such clerks as he needs; 
and liOi or any of his deputies, can re- 
move for cause county, city, aud bor 
ongh superintendents, who are to be 
paid by thc State Department. Ho can 
order separate or special schools to be 
established , has the duty of grading 
the studios ol each grade of schools, not 
oftenur than once in two yean ; he has 
oven power "lo extend tho system for 
iho comparison und classification of nor- 
inaljsoliools and academies and colleges." 
lie has power every fifth year to order 
a census of the children by districts 
with suoh items of information as he 
may desire, and to withhold the annual 
State appropriations from such districts 
as fail to supply the information asked 


for, 
Teachers arc to bo brought within 


tho grasp of the central power—Section 
GJ, requiring, among other items, that 
thc ummil appliea'ion for State moneys 
shall include the sworn statement that 
no teacher has been employed "who bad 
not u valid vortificate from tho Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction,or thc coun- 
ty, or tho city superintendent " Thc 
State Superintendent has power to ap- 
point one-third of the trustees of tech- 
nical schools, revise, change, and gener- 
ally inspect and control the schools. He 
is to dooido, without appeal, all contro- 
versies aud disputea between Board of 
Education and Controllers, and other 
school officials. 
He distributes the an- 


nual State appropriation of moneys for 
schools

Senate resumed consideration of Mr 


Thurman's resolution concerning Louis 
iana matters. 


Mr. Hamilton (Md.) addressed th 


Senate at length in favor of the reso 
lution. In reply to the remark of Mr 
Howe yesterday, as to what the Senate 
would do in case the President decline* 
to answer, he said, if he should Con 
gross had a remedy, The army did no 
belong to the President, but to the peo 
pie: and that, if the President saw fi 
to use the army for improper purposes 
Congress could disband it. It couli 
refuse to vote supplies for it, and coult 
disperse every armed soldier in tho 
land. Congress could remove ever 
vessel of war now before New Orleans 
It required no articles of impeaohmen 
to do this; no two-thirds vote; but a 
simple majority of the people's repre 
sentativos. That was the remedy o 
Congress against a despotic represeuta 
tive. Speaking of Kellogg'a applica- 
tion to a military commander, ho saic 
that the Governor of a State had notb 
ing to do with the organization of the 
Legislature, and no right to call on an; 
one to assist in doing so, or to expe 
any one from the Legislaiure. 
He do 


nounced the stories of Southern out 
ranes as electioneering stories, for which 
there wut now no use. In reply to the 
question of Mr. Logan as to whether 
he justified Penn in overturning tht 
State Government of Louisiana in 
1874, he said according to the repor 
of Senator Logan, there was no State 
Government to overthrow. Referring 
to the report on Louisiana, snbmittec 
by Mr, Logan last session, which de 
olared where there was so many fraud's 
that neither Kelloggf nor MoEnery were 
legally elected. [Laughter on the floor 
and applause in the galleries.] 


Mr, Sargent gave notice that in case 


of further applause he would move that 
the galleries be cleared. 


Shortly afterward Mr. Hamilton was 


again applauded by the galleries anc 
Mr. Sargent moved to clear the galler- 
ies. 


After considerable discussion Mr

He would thus be 
enabled to do his work thoroughly and 
to the satisfaction of all.

JUSTICES' COUKT. 
Sheehan vs. Sheehan. 


Several days ago Mary Sheehan, wife

Their testi- 
mony was so contradictory that it 
amounted to little or nothing, and all the 
eloquence of Mr. Lee, their attorney, 
could make nothing of their evidence. 
At the conclusion of the lawyers' speech- 
es the court said that from all the evi- 
dence in the case he would be compelled 
to bind her over to keep the peace in the 
sum of $100. 
On the charge of assault 


and battery.the defendant was fined $5 
and costs. 


At the conclusion of this trial Mary 


Sheehan was arrested and taken before 
'Squire Hughes charged with abusing 
Catherine Sheehan and using obscene 
language on the streets of Decatnr. This 
case was defended by D. L. Bunn, Esq., 
who did all he could to make a represen- 
tation of the case so that the defendant 
would not be fined. Mr. Buckingham, 
tho city attorney, made one of his char- 
acteristic good speeches and showed that 
the defendant was guilty of conduct 
which was in violation of the' city ordi- 
nances, and that she ought to- be fined. 
During the trial considerable bad feeling 
sprang up between the attorneys, and 
one threatened to pitch the other down 
stairs.

'Squire could get them still, when he 
gave his decision, assessing a fine of $15 
and costs on Mary Sheehan. She was 
released on promising to pay the fine 
within a short time.
